PENNSYEVANIA  COMPANY  STORE  EAWS 

When  one  looks  up  scrip  for  Pennsylvania,  it  is  evident  that  most  of  the  scrip 
listed  does  not  contain  words  such  as  collier,  mine,  mining,  coal  or  coke.  The 
Pennsylvania  Act  of  June  29,  1881,  limited  company  store  profits  and  the  Act  of 
June  9,  1891,  prohibited  the  operation  of  coal  company  stores.  Coal  companies 
got  around  these  laws  by  forming  a  separate  entity,  usually  a  corporation,  to 
own  and  operate  as  a  company  store.  Words  such  as  Supply  Company,  Trading 
Company,  Mercantile  Company,  Store,  Stores  etc.  are  on  most  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  scrip. 

There  are  four  exceptions.  It  is  not  known  how  or  if  these  coal  companies 
skirted  the  law.  These  exceptions  are  Marion  Center  Coal  Company  (  1919- 
1924  ),  Fallen  Timber  Coal  Company  (  1920-  1929  ),  Pine  Hill  Coal  Company 
(  1908 — 1942  )  and  Blossburg  Coal  Company  (  1903-1923  ).  These  are  early 
dates;  possibly  a  factor.

Service  Stores  Corp. 

Dakota,  WV 

A  new  find:  a  5b  aluminum  Service  Stores  Corp.  token  from  Dakota,  W.  Va. 

In  my  records  Dakota  W.  Va.  was  not  listed  in  Bradstreet  from  1927  through  1932.  Pos¬ 
sibly,  this  is  because  it  was  just  a  mining  camp.  A  little  over  2  miles  away  from  Dakota 
was  Fairmont,  a  thriving  town  which  had  a  Service  Stores  Corp.  store.  Bethlehem  Coal 
Co.  also  had  an  office  there.  In  the  West  Virginia  Annual  Report,  Bethlehem  Mines  Corp. 
operated  the  Dakota  42  mine  in  Dakota,  from  at  least  1927  to  1930. 

During  that  time  frame  Barrackville,  which  was  almost  3  miles  from  Fairmont,  had  its  own 
Service  Stores  Corp.  store  for  Bethlehem  Mines  Corp.  Barrackville  was  just  over  the 
mountain  from  Dakota  but  there  was  no  road.  Rivesville  was  about  1.7  miles  from  Da¬ 
kota  but  had  no  Service  Stores  Corp.  store.  For  all  towns  in  which  Bradstreet  lists  Ser¬ 
vice  Stores  Corp,  there  is  a  notation:  “see  Bethlehem,  Pa.”  which,  to  me,  ties  the  stores 
to  Bethlehem  Mines  Corp. 

It  appears,  that  most  likely  the  miner’s  families  had  to  use  the  Service  store  in  Fairmont 
or  there  was  a  Service  Stores  Corp.  store  at  Dakota  and  just  not  listed  in  Bradstreet.
